T He Argument of this Book is the Spring and Preffure of 
the Air , together with fome Coniideratrons touching 
the Weight and preffure of Water , as alfo concerning a Vacuum, 
the tflfe&sof Pumps % item Pendulums , Hygrofcopes &c. 

Whether theDo&iine or Experiments, heiedeliver’d, be 
neve tnd unhe/trd of f the Author is pleafed to think, they 
for the moft part are) we leave to the well-read and Intelligent 
to Judge. Only we find ourfelves obliged to take notice that 
that excellent Treatife of theHonorable Robert Boyle, entitled. 
Neve Experiments Phyftco-Mechanic all , touching the Spring of the 
Air and its Effetfs, was printed two years before that time, 
about which ohe Author of this Book faith, in his Preface to 
the Reader , he came to London , and there committed his tl en 
un-printed papers to the Cenfure of the Philofophical Colledg 
there, meaning the Royall Society , of whom he complains in 
the faid Preface , pag, a. that he expe&ed an Anfwer from 
them foralaoofttwo years in vain 5 adding, that he afterwards 
found, in divers Books printed in Englifh , many things taken 
out of his Manufcripr. 

But to undeceive the Reader in this particular, wefhall firfi 
defire him, to compare the date of the Edition ofMr Boyles 
Book above-mentioned with that of the Timeof this Authois 
vifiting London, and there expofing his Manufcript 5 that done, 
it willeafily appeare, which party hath the priority in the Ex¬ 
plication of this Do&rine touching the Air: where it muft not 
beleftun-mentioned, that Mr Sinclair, when he was in Lon¬ 
don » in his vifits of Mr. Boyle difeourfed much with him on 
thatfubjed, and by his own acknowledgment, then made to 
that Gentleman, recieved much light from him concerning the 
fame. Secondly, wefhall take notice, that’tisfo great a mis¬ 
take, thatthis Author commended his Manufcript to the Judg¬ 
ment of the R. Society , that *cis not fo much as mention’d any 
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where in their Regifter-book, that fuch papers came ever be¬ 
fore them (which yet is their conftant and careful practice to doe 
of all things of thac nature j ) to which we muff adde , that the 
perfon with whom he lefc thofe Papers of his, Sir Robert Moray 
(perhaps with a defire to recommend them tothat Illuftrious 
Body) affirms, that he did not at all jadg them proper to be 
exhibited there, becaufe they feem’d to him to containe no* 
thing new or extraordinary.

T Hough thefe Obfervations have been abroad thefefeve- 
ral years, yet coming but lately to oar view , we could 
take r.o fooner notice of them. Divers are not inconfiderable; 
e. Of a Pleurify,. ending in an Abfcefs in the Thigh: Of 
an Abfcefs in the Thigh evacuated by Vrine: Of a great clew 
ofwormes voided by crude Mercury taken inwardly: Of aPleuv 
rify cured without Blood-letting: Of the Bones of a fatus drawn 
out of the Mothers belly, fhe furviving and bearing fevcral chil¬ 
dren afterwards: Of the opening of an Vterus clofed from the 
birth: Of a bigg. Stone found in theEmulgent veinsofa Bay 
of 9. years old: of a Pin fwallow’d and breaking out of the 
Thigh 4. years after: Of a Nofe cut off by the hand of 
J.uftice,and happily fee and healed On again, by receiving it, 
when it fell off, into a warm loaf of bread cut in the middle, 
aud fj fowing it on : Of a Hen, bringing forth 5 well-formed 
and live chickins immediately out of her belly , which kill’d 
her: Of an odd heat in the extreameft parts of the body,whilft 
the intetmediat ones betwixt (hem and the heart were very cold: 
Of a Quartan cured by drinking very new Beer, and fweating 
largely upon it .• Of an Eye taken out of the Head of a living 
man, which being-examin’d hadall its humors converted into 
a tallowy matter: Of Grange Gonvuifio'i-firs, accompanied 
with vomitings of odd matter,hr ppily cured: Of an uhulual eafe 
of Melancholy , in which the Patient abhorred mod: kinds of 
me t, drink, veifels , and almoftall people , fancying them to 
' have 
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have toucht or been toucht by Epileptical perfons -.Of aScoite 
generated in the TonguercW. 

Having inquired of an obferving Correfpondent, living in 
theCountry, Whether he had met with any fuch I iftances-as 
was mentioned above , of a viviparous Hen, he returnedthis 
Anfwer, that at Wackton in Norfolk , 2. or 3. years fince, 
there was a Hen, which bigg with Eggs, upon fome'accoun't 
could not lay, but after a time dyed 5 and then being o>ened, 
there was found in the Ovarium a perfeft chick, which was 
offered to a Phyfitian inthofe parts to preferve. 

III. OTTONIS T ACHE Nil HIPPOCRATES 
CHTMIC v S, Venecii sitt 12 0 . 

A Nd this Author, though printed 2. or 3. years agoe, 
came not to our knowledge, till now: H: in this 
Tra&, endeavours to juftify the Antients, blamed by 
Zwelfer in his Pharmacophxa Jug* (l art a fox having committed 
feverall faults in the preparation of a certain Salt call’d Thcriacal 
beeaufe extra&ed out of Vipers and divers other Ingredients com- 
pofing Theriack , And having donethis , he thence takes oc- 
cafion to treat of the nature of Salts, especially of th eAlca* 
lys and Acids , which he, with fume other Chymifb, holds 
to be the firft Principles of all mixt Bodies. And being per- 
fwaded, that Hippocrates was alfo of this opinion, and a great 
Chymifttoo, he entitles this Book Hippocrates Gbymicut. 

Though the Salt Alcalj properly figmfies that Silt which is 
drawn out of th^Afhes of an Egyptian herb,mmed Kalj ; yet 
Chymifts take it in a larger fenfe, and underfhnd by that word 
all the Salts, which, like that of the faid herb, draw and im¬ 
pregnate themfelves with Acid ones. To this Salt our Author 
refers almoft all the Operations of Nature, and having exami¬ 
ned its proprieties, rtlates divers not Un-curiousObfervations 
concerning it. 

For Example'. That nothing pierces fomuch as Alcaly's^nd 
that therefore Niture hath ftored the Sweat of Animals £0 plen¬ 
tifully with it. For, that the ordure, which continually ga¬ 
thers ©n the skin, would foon flop the pores of it, if the 
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fweat were not furniffit with fome efficacious diffolvent to open 
and pierce them. Where heobferves, that the belt liquored 
Boots, and fuch as are water-proof, will be quickly pierced 
by the fweat of Horfes ; adding, that though Riding Poft he 
had, to avoid that inconvenience, rubbed his Boots with a 
Vernice, which refilled even to Aquafortis , yet the fweat of 
the Horfes, he rode on, diflfolved that fence after the fecond 
day of lfs voyage. 

Next, he holds it to be an error, toufe Spirit of Fitriel for 
Whitening the Teeth, Experience {hewing, that from the 
mixture of an Alcaly and the Spirit of Vitriol there refults a yel¬ 
low , and that there is an Alcaly continually tranfpiring Out of 
the Gumms, as of all the other parts of the Body; whence 
it muft follow, that the Spirit of Vitriol employed to rubb the 
Teeth, when roixt with that Salt, muft tinge them of the 
fame colcur. 

Then he affirms, that wood rotten hath no Alcaly in it, and 
that it rots not but upon the account of the exhaling of that Silt. 
Whence ’tis faith he , that the Venetians, to harden the Tim¬ 
ber defign’d for building ofShips, fink it greeninwater, and 
there have it many years; which is the caufe, that the Alcaly 
havng beenhindred from exhaling, the Timber rots not, and 
becomes as hard in a manner as ftone. 

We cannot pretermit taking notice, that this Author finds 
cccafionin this Book to explain the way, by which the fa¬ 
mous Turn heifer , a German Chyraift,made that celebrated 
Nil, half Gold tndhalf Iron, which is ffiew‘d at Florence^ 
theRepofitoryofthe Great Di^e of Tufcawyf Tisfaid,thac 
that Ghymift, having is the prefence of that Prince immerfed 
in a certain Oyle the one halfe of a Nail, which appear’d to be 
all Iron, that part, which touched the Oyle, was inftantly 
ft and to be good Gold. Several perfons having examin’d thii 
Nail, and feeing the Gold and Iron exceeding well conjoynea* 
were perfwaded, that that could not be effeifted but by a true 
change of one of thofetwo metals into the other, believing it 
tmpoffible, they could be foder’d together. But the Author of 
this Book maketh that a very eafy thing „ if the Iron be before 
prepared after a certain manner, which le teacberh; and he 
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pretends, that that was the whole Secret of Tumheiffer^the rcfii 
being nothing but illufiom For, after he had by that means fo- 
dered together a piece of Gold withhalfe a Naile, he knew 
fo well to give the color of Iron to Gold, that men believed, 
that the whole Naile was of Iron 5 and having afterwards put 
this Naile into the fire, and held it in the Oyle to take off that 
colour, he made appear that Gold, which was hid before. 

IV. 7* H. BARTHOLIN1 Ditfertatio de CTG NT' 
ANATOM E,nuticauffadC ASP. B A RTHo L T 
NO F, Hafniain^. A. 1668. 

I N this Difcourfe the Author chiefly obferves the wcnier- 
fulnefsoftheinternallfabrickof this Stately Brd •, and more 
efpecially of the admirable ftrudtare of its Wind-pipe which is 
fo framed, that together with the Oefophagus or Weafandit re> 
ches down to the Sternum , into which, as a fafe cafe, it winds 
it felf, and being gone down to the bottom of that cavity is tur¬ 
ned up again, and gets out of the {freights of the Sternum , and 
climbing up the intermediate clavicles, on which it leans as on 
a bafe, it bends to the thorax. But before itcomtsto thzTho- 
rax and the Lungs > it forms a kind of Larynx with an os Hyoi- 
dcs , covered with a large membrane, and refembling a mufi- 
calpipe, widcabove, but with a narrow fit, and ftre ghtand 
depreffed below. Under which Larynx, before the Wind-pipe 
enters into the Lungs, it is divaricated into two branches,like 
unto bronchu thicker in the middle, but narrower where they 
ate near the Lungs: In which particular it differs from the hu¬ 
man Arteria ajpera, which, ’tis true, is alfo divided into bran¬ 
ches,bucnot beforeit be entred into the Lungs. 

After this defcriptionof the ftru&ureof this Organ he con- 
fiders the fitnefs of its contrivance for fuch a Refpirttion, as was 
requifitefor an Animall , that by long diving and finkingics 
neck to the bottom of waters was to find its food.

VI. ABrEGE c hronologiqve 
DE L’HIsTOIRE SACREE et 
P RO pH ANE , park P. Labbe dela 
Comp, de Jefus , Paris, in ii. in 5. Volumes. 

W E put thefe two Books together, becaufe of 
the likenefs of their Argument ; and we 
efteem alfo,that both thefe may deferve to be Joyned 
to and compared with, that of Mr. Beyerige , of 
which aa Accompt was given in theTranfa&ions of 
May laft. 

The former of thefe two is divided into two parts, 
a General and a Particular. 

The General confide rs Time in general , and its va¬ 
rious denominations and Chara&ers, and efpecially 
explains that common Receptacle of all Epocha*s y the 
lulitn Period^ nlarging upon its Ufes and Advantages. 

The Particular confiders time in particular,demon- 
ftrating the certainty of Epochas , and enumerating 
.the Calendars of the feveral Nations. 

The latter Author , confidering with himfelfj that 
of the writers of Chronology , fome have contented 
themfelves to teach only the Precepts thereofj others, 
jto reform the dates of it, and to marke the Charac¬ 
ters of Times, without rehearling the considerable 
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paffag.es of them others on the contrary confoun¬ 
ding Chronology with Hiftory , have recited the re¬ 
markable Events, without much troubling themfelve3 
about the time , wherein they hapned ; this Author, 
I fay, hath attempted to joyne them altogether in 
this Work. And, 

Firft , He gives an Introdudion , in which he ex¬ 
plains , what is the Indidion , the Cycle,the Epocha, 
and all the other terms of Chronology. 

Secondly , Forafmuch as the Epochal , whence 
we begin to reckon the Years, are the foundations 
of Chronology , he treateth accuratelyof the Ycaf 
of our Saviours Nativity and Death ; of the Tears 
of the Kings of France of the firft and fecond Race, 
and of the other celebrated Epocha's. 

Thirdly , He delivers in fiiort all the more remarka¬ 
ble paffages of every Year ftnee the Creation of 
the World till the Year 1 666. indicating the Au¬ 
thors , whence an ampler information may be ta¬ 
ken. And to eftablifh certain principles of Chrono¬ 
logy* , he placeth at the beginning of all Years the 
Names of the Confuls, Cycles, Indidions,Eclipfes, 
and all the other Charaders , that diftinguifh the 
Years from one another. And he often does not 
content himfelf with marking the Tear , in which the 
more notable things have hapned, but he adds alfo 
the Month and Day , efpecially in the latter Ages j 
which is a great relief upon many occafions. 
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Fourthly , He hath a particular Difcou^where¬ 
in he exaraineth, in what time Dido lived , and 
fhews, that (he was dead before the Birth of./£- 
neat, againft the opinion of a modern Author } 
and confequently that whatfoever Virgil hath faid of 
the Marriage of that Queen with this Prince, is 
fabulous 
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
